Quick Shipments. Best Goods. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and a Outlook. 


Spring appears to be progressing with the energy of 
youth, and March is closing up her last days in a very gentle 
manner. ‘The season, according to the calendar has been 
brought very much up to date, and it is possible before we are 
half way into April most of the lost time will have been re- 
covered. During the last week or ten days however, there 
have been periods in this locality much more like summer 
than spring, days of warmth when the thermometer went very 
near to 90, and they have developed the fruit buds to such a 
state that in Western Maryland fears are being expressed 
that injury will be done to the peach crop by late frosts at 
night. 

There appears to be, however, a sort of a cloud overhang- 
ing business that dampens everything, and it is difficult to 
locate the cause. It is positively certain that in nearly all the 
staples of the canned goods business, there is little or nothing 
on hand in the shape of stocks. With the exception of corn, 
there-is no weight whatever hanging around the neck of the 
market to impede its movements; yet there is somewhere an 
influence tending more strenuously than usual to lower prices ; 
whilst at the same time it is recognized that productive values 
of all sorts are higher. 

‘There was a supposition that values were being injured 
by the money question, for it is observable on all hands that 
money is tight, there being an insufficiency in nearly all the 
centers of the world to do business with. In other words, the 
prosperity of America is being duplicated elsewhere, and in 
proportion as the world becomes more prosperous business 
methods become more severe. ‘Thus on top of the money 
trouble there has developed another real trouble in the trans- 
portation line; there being a regular famine in respect to 
freight cars, and we have arrived at a condition where the pro- 
ducer is producing more than the transportation companies 
can handle, mainly from lack of cars. ‘The remarkable part 
about it is that the demand continues at as great a rate as the 
production, and we have gotten to a point in business where 
the lack of transportation makes it a very serious affair. 

Thus we find that there is a market or actual demand for 
things of which we have producers, and canned goods is one 
of them; but after producing them in the best manner, we 
are not able to deliver them, and buyers in a wholesale way 
are taking advantage of the closeness of the time to lower 
prices. In the absence of a real money panic, the condition 


Iron Drums 
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of the market cannot be ascribed to anything else ; it is impossi- 
ble to believe that wholesale dealers will willingly join in a 
movement to lessen values if they are losing profits; it is 
also equally impossible to believe that they will not undertake 
to ply a market if it does not pay them to do so. We have 
absolute proof that there is an influence bearing the price of 
articles for which there should be a demand. 

Take it in the case of tomatoes for instance, one of the 
lines most extensively put into cans. There is no reason they 
should be depressed, but they have declined about 2% cents 
on all grades during the week. 

Reports from the crop sections are also alluding to dis- 
asters this week. California seems to continue to be the flood 
center of disaster. We refer to our California letter, which is 
dated the 18th of March, since which we have had telegrams 


of the 21st, showing the extraordinary extent of the flood 


damage. According to the latest reports, asparagus has suf- 
fered an extraordinary injury, and this is at least three years 
that this has occured from one cause or another successively. 
Late reports say that this year’s crop will not be more than 
40 per cent. of a full pack, as anticipated a couple of months 
ago. And there are strong rumors that even this is much too 
high. It is now definitely known that apricots peaches, plums 
and other fruits have also suffered in California. And, coming 
as this does, upon a poor crop or pack last year, it will be 
certain to increase the values of all California products. 

The country will, therefore, depend upon the Eastern and 
Southern sections for fruits this year to an unusual extent; 
even the Southwestern prospects have been greatly injured. 
Texas has had too much rain already, and Texas is rapidly be- 
coming one of the points from which large supplies are re- 
ceived. Per contra Florida has been suffering from a drought, 
and already throughout the whole country fruit prospects are 
not encouraging. For two or three years we have been con- 
fined in the canneries to operations upon vegetables other 
than fruits, and we think special attention will be given them 
again this year. 

A bulletin on peaches has lately been issued by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, showing that New Jersey, Delaware 
and Maryland have been lessening in their production of 


peaches for ten years past. ‘They have been falling off, while 
other sections have been advancing. In a few years we may 
have to look to the Middle Southwest for peaches altogether. 

Peas are apparently governed by the same influences as 
tomatoes, and do not appear to be attracting much attention; 
although the season will soon be upon us for the beginning 
of new packing. Everything in the growing and acerage. 
appears to be about normal. ‘The packers everywhere are 
taking particular care to prepare for special effort in regard 
to the production of a fine quality of peas. The present price 
of peas, for both spot and futures, is good and favorable to the 
packer. Early June No. 2 for Standard are quoter at $1.05; 
sifted, at $1.15 to $1.20; extra sifted, at $1.20 to $1.25; extra 
fine, at $1.45 to $1.50; petit pois, $1.60 to $1.85. Marrowfats 
are quoted nearly on a parity with Early Junes, and seconds 
of both kinds are very near the dollar mark. 


Pineapple is entirely unchanged, waiting for the packing 
season to open. And it cannot now be long deferred. 

Oysters are also unchanged and the season is rapidly 
coming to an end from the lack of supply of the bivalves. 
The oyster canneries, both raw and cove, will be more than 
ready to cease operations on the 16th of April. But there is 
almost no stock at all on hand of cove oysters. And the sea- 
son next year will open under very favorable circumstances. 

Corn is unchanged in price during the past two or three 
weeks. Harford county sugar corn is quoted at 55c; dry 
packed at the same quotations; extra quality, Maine Style, is 
held at 70c to 75c. ‘There seems to be very good demand for 
new season pack of Maine corn, genuine stock, which appears 
to have a premium on it at the expense of last year’s carry- 
over. 

Tomatoes are quoted at 87%c to 90c for No. 3 Standards; 
seconds, 85 to 87'%c; No. 2, 80 to 82%c for standards and for 
seconds, 75 to 77Y¥4c. Gallons still rule at $3.60 to $3.75. 

There appears to be nothing steadier in the market than 
cans; there is absolutely no change this week in the quota- 
tions, and tin plates remain also as previously quoted. Figures 
of pig tin are unaltered, and lead and solder remain as last 
week.

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NEW YORK MARKET. 


New York, March 27.—Trade in canned goods increased 
somewhat during the week just closed, though it was not 
as active as it is generally supposed to be at this season. 
Most buyers are chary of their operations, taking only such 
quantities as are absolutely necessary to carry them over 
from day to day. Ina few instances holders have urged sales, 
but this was usually due to the fact that they had small 
quantities they wished to sell or there was some other good 
reason for the action. As a whole, the market is firm, though 
here and there weak spots develop which are noted as a 
tendency rather than as something which has actually oc- 
curred. 

Tomatoes.—There is talk of an 80c. basis f. 0. b. factory on 
full standard Maryland 3 Tomatoes for future delivery, and 
there have been sales of 2s at 60c. f. o. b. factory. No. 3s 
are more freely offered at 8lc. f. 0. b. factory, and these 
influences in combination have developed an easier feeling, 
with trade dull. Buyers show little or no disposition to take 
hold on the 8lc. basis for No. 3s, though occasional sales in a 
small way are reported at that figure. Some buyers are not 
interested, even at 80c., having already bought a fair pro- 
portion of stock and preferring to take their chances in the 
open market later. Spot goods have eased off a shade along 
with futures. It is now possible to buy full standard Mary- 
land 3s at 92%c., with some dealers asking 93c. delivered. 
Bids of 90c. delivered have been made, but so far as can be 
learned have not been acepted. ‘Trade is dull. For 2s in 
futures one sale of a considerable quantity was made at 60c., 
and it is understood that further lots can be had on the 
same terms. Both spot and future gallons are dull. 

Corn.—A continued pressure to sell low-grade Corn is 
noted, and in the absence of any jobbing demand of im- 
portance the market has weakened perceptibly. Inferior 
grades of New York State pack are offered freely at 50c., 
delivered, with fair standard grades quoted at 50a55c., as to 
holder. Spot Maine Corn is offered at 80c. f. 0. b. Portland 
and up for fancy, depending upon brand and seller. Spot 
Southern Corn is available at 47%a55c., as to quality and 


quantity wanted. Low grade Western Corn is neglected and 
weak. Maine futures are quoted at 82%a85c. f. o. b. Maine 
points. State futures are offered at 65a70c. for standards and 
75a85c. for fancy. Some future Illinois is offered at 65c. for 
high grade standard and 95c. for fancy f. o. b. factory. 

Peas.—A good interest is reported, with anything offered ° 
at $1.05 for standards freely taken. Buyers are seeking such 
goods and caynot find enough of them. 


Asparagus.—The market is very firm. ‘There are uncon- 
firmed reports from the Coast that the beds have been seri- 
ously damaged by the floods, but it is impossible to determine 
to what extent they have been injured. ‘The reports have 
been sufficient to cause holders to insist upon full outside 
prices, and there has been talk of advancing quotations shortly, 
provided it is found that the report is accurate. Supplies are 
light and there has been so much hesitancy about announcing 
prices .on the new crop that holders have not been ready to 
sell freely what they have, even when priccs are named which 
return them a good profit. 


Fruits.—The spot market on all offerings is very firm, but 
the volume of movement, is light, trading being chiefly be- 
tween jobbers. Apricots are more firmly held in sympathy 
with poor crop reports which persistently arrive from the 
Coast. Peaches are scarce and in good demand. Frost has 
hurt the California crop to some extent, though how seriously 
it is impossible to say. Pineapples are firm, especially Singa- 
pore, which is more or less scarce. More demand is reported 
for gallon apples and prices are steady. Other varieties are 
unchanged, but prices are firm, in view of the fact that the 
quantities available are the smallest known in years. 


Salmon.—Spot goods are quiet, but firm. Jobbing sales 
of red Alaska talls are reported at $1.10 here. ‘The Coast 
situation is strong, but so far as can be learned speculative 
interest among holders there has not developed sufficiently 
to result in cleaning up the holdings. Advices from the Coast 
declare that interests holding Salmon there are not open to 
offers on the 95c. basis for red Alaska talls. ‘The reason of 
this is they have no intimation what opening prices are going 
to be. Columbia river fish is firm and the tendency is up- 
ward because of scarcity. Hupson. |

New York. 


Tomatoes are steadily held for spot delivery at 92%c. to 95c. delivered 
here for No. 3 standard. Business is very light. For future delivery there 
is a fair inquiry, but the inquirers do not bid above 81c. for No. 3 standard 
f. o. b. Maryland tomatoes, and packers ask at least 82%c. f.0. b. Other 


California canned goods are still quiet in first hands and unchanged.— 
Grocery World. 
Boston. 

The salmon situation is extremely strong, stronger than it has been for 
some time past. Stocks on the Pacific Coast are practically exhausted of 
all grades with the exception of red Alaska, and supplies of this are very 
limited. There is not over 20% of an ordinary stock, and with all the aet- 
ive consuming months ahead, the indications are that red Alaska salmon 
must advance materially. New prices of red Alaska and Columbia River 
will be roc. to 15c. per dozen higher than those of last year and other 
grades will be quoted in proportion. The market on all future canned 
goods wil! range higher the coming year, and with a bare market for almost 
everything in the canned goods line, there is no reason why the market

While the wholesale grocery business generally is quiet, there is a 
comparatively good demand for canned goods, especially for fruits. There 


_ is just a suggestion of a firmer tone in tomatoes. One of the leading 


jobbers stated this week he could see the bottom of his pile and was pre- 
pared to buy. He had bought pretty liberally last fall, too, he said. The 
significance of this might be easily overestimated, but it at least shows that 
the actual situation will begin to develop shortly. At any rate, April, May 
and June are the heavy consuming months. Opinion in the trade differs 
as to the effect upon consumption of the high price to consumers. Some 
hold that people will not buy as readily at 12%c. as at toc. Others, taking 
the opposite view, contend that people have become accustomed to pay 
high prices for everything and that tomatoes are regarded as a necessity. 
The railway camps will soon be in operation and they are large consumers. 
There is a pretty active demand for canned salmon.—Canadian Grocer. 


London, England. 


Salmon.—The market for British Columbia and Alaska is very firm and 
a satisfactory demand continues from the country. Lobsters are without 
change, and the position remains very strong. Sardines continue to meet 
with a fair demand, and with stocks of all desirable kinds getting within 
very low compass, the market maintains a very firm tone. The reports 
that come to hand state that the fishing continues to be very bad. Amongst 
recent arrivals are the Britannia with 3,050 cases, the Salmo with 1,602 
cases and the Tasso with 905 cases, the last two named to Hull. Meats.— 
There is a steady improvement in the demand and the market remains firm, 
Fruits.—Apricots continue to develop a stronger tone, and in view of the 
fact that orders for these are being received from America, prices, which, 
as has been pointed out in these columns, have been on a very reasonable 
basis, will in all likelihood advance. Prices for new apricots are higher 
than for old stock. Pears and peaches are very firm. Pines are quiet, and 
it is interesting to note that, in view of the present low prices ruling, 
negotiations are in progress amongst packers to form a combine with the 
object of raising values. The Prince Robert and the Celticburn, which 
were stated in last Saturday’s Grocers’ Gazette to have been spoken, have 
since arrived. The Kanagawa Maru has brought 650 cases pines. 


Liverpool, England. 


Salmon.—Demand is exceedingly good for the time of year, and all 
grades, particularly best qualities, arein inquiry. Alaska is also in demand. 
Prices have a decided upward tendency. Sardines.—Good grocery quarters 


of summer-packed fish are almost unobtainable, and facy prices are being 
paid for reputable brands. Fruits.—Apricots have had another spurt. 
Pears in good demand at current prices, which are relatively very cheap. 

Pineapples.—The Achilles has arrived with 
25,440 cases on board. A steady business is being done, and buyers would 
be well advised to take advantage of present low prices by filling their 
requirements for some time to come.

Baltimore, March 25, 1907. 

Dear Sir:—We report the market as follows: 

Tomatoes. There is a good inquiry for Tomatoes coming from 
nearly all sections and indications point to a heavy spring trade. 

Future Tomatoes. We have had a large business this week on 
some lines of Future Tomatoes, especially No. 2 Standards. Packers’ 
ideas have not changed, and there is still a disposition to hold at 62% 
cents and 82% cents for No. 2 and No. 3 Standards. 

Corn. There is a very much better feeling on cheap Maine Style 
Corn, and a number of large lots we have been working on have been 
reduced to such an extent that packers have decided to withdraw from 
the market for the present. 

Considerable business has already been done and is being done by 
packers on future Standard Maine Style Corn at prices ranging from 
55 cents to 60 cents per dozen, according to brands. 

Spot goods offered at around 45 cents to 47% cents per dozen 
look cheap, either as a purchase for spot requirements or to carry it 
into the coming season. 

String Beans. There has been quite a little improvement in the 
Baltimore market on String Beans owing to the scarcity. Last week 
the market on No. 2 Standards closed at 70 cents per dozen, Balti- 
more. During the week there have been sales made at 75 cents per 
dozen, which is now inside price. 

Peas. Pea market is quiet, but stocks are so light that there

Dear Sirs:—No increase in the demand for Spot Tomatoes was 


apaprent during this week. Until there is a decided increase in the 
buying of them it is not reasonable to expect any advance in the 
prices, which has been so freely predicted by those who pin their faith 
to the idea that the spring demand is going to be larger than usual, 
or at least as large. The transportation lines have announced the 
opening of lake and rail navigation about the middle of April, and are 
now ready to receive freight for those points benefitted by the lower 
scale of freight rates published this week. April should prove to be 
an active month in the Spot Tomato market. 

Future Tomatoes continue strong at the prices of the week pre- 
vious. There is no change in the attitude of the growers toward the 
canners in respect to making contracts for the coming season’s crop, 
and the longer they hold out the less likely they are to come together 
in a spirit of compromise. The canners are beginning to realize that 
the most important problem, probably, for them to solve is the ques- 
tion of help around the canneries when the packing season opens up. 
That class of labor has, to a very large extent, found more profitable 
employment in other lines of work, and they will not go back to the 
canneries for the same pay for the same work. Besides, the, child- 
labor law now being enforced in this State will cut out much of the 
cheap labor heretofore available, both in this city and in the country 
canning districts. The situation is interesting and worth close at- 
tention. ; 

There is a fair demand for spot fruits and vegetables for the 
month of March, which is never, or seldom, an active month in this 
market. With warmer, open weather coming shortly, and the country 
roads in good shape for moving goods away from railroads and ware- 
houses, the outlook for business should improve rapidly. 

We report the market in detail as follows: 

Spot Tomatoes. More inquiry, but no increase in the demand 
over the week previous. Lower freight rates to the West and North- 
west points, via lake and rail lines just published are expected to have 
a good effect and shipments are expected to increase from now on. 

Cave Oysters——Market very firm at 90c for 5-oz.; 10-0z., $1.80; 
85c for 4-0z.; 8-oz., $1.60. Lunch oysters, 1-Ib. flat cans, $1.20. Extra

Is 81 Cents Better Than 821% Cents?—Looking backward, early 
quotations for 1907 Tomatoes named 77% cents as a starter; it was 
reported that some sellers could be found at 75 cents; much actual 
business, however, did not appear on the surface, and those giving or 
taking fliers were not multitudinous. Later, large sales were reported 
at 80 cents, a general opening price of 82% cents followed, and this 
has been the ruling quotation for sixty days. During this time it has 
been generally known that large buyers stood ready to take blocks of 
100 to 200,000 cases on the basis of 80 cents, and although small sales 
were reported now and then on the basis of 80 cents, the volume of 
business has been done at 82% cents. It is possible that more Future 
sales have been made up to the present date than were sold at so early 
a corresponding date of 1906. It is probable that 75 per cent. of the 
Future business for 1907 has already been booked. With these condi- 
tions before us, it seems exceedingly strange to note that the reliable 
operators have recently been reported as having shaded their price to 
81 cents, thus favoring a few buyers to the disadvantage of the much 
larger portion who paid the full price for the major amount of sales. 
It is exceeding difficult to reckon as to the future, when such policies 
prevail; besides, in this section, there is nothing on the surface to 
indicate the advisibility of such action, as it is disadvantageous to the 
jobber as a whole, and works a hardship on the packer who accepts 
the contract for Standards (?) sold below a living margin of profit. 
With the raw stock market advancing, and the labor question as 
doubtful of solution as ever, there is little to indicate or warrant a 
shading, especially if utmost care and minute attention is given to the 
handling of each and every can during the packing season. The selling 
price of 82% cents for Full Standard country packed Tomatoes is 
reckoned so close that it is almost a positive step beyond the danger 
line to shade this price even 1% cents per dozen, and while, of course, 
it is possible to book business at this shading, it is indeed questionable 
whether the quality will not be sure to suffer even more than this pro-

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portionate decrease, and since the packer in making the general price 
in reality conceded 2% cents (from 85 cents) in order to meet the 
buyers half way, it is beyond question to the best interest of all not to 
push this concession beyond the danger line. 

Spot Tomatoes. Quite an improved demand is notable in Spot 
Tomatoes and orders on the basis of 90 cents are absorbing the small 
percentage of 1906 packing still remaining in packer’s warehouse. 
Stock of questionable date of packing may be secured at 85 to 87% 
cents. As far as first hands are concerned, a general cleaning-up is 
assured in the near future and one buying week, would in all prob- 
ability ,advance the ideas of a few remaining holders of strictly Stand- 
ard stock at least 5 cents per dozen. Busy buying periods come and 
go in a night—such an epoch is now overdue. “In time of peace, 
prepare for war.” 

Future Tomatoes. Orders for full Standard country packed 
Tomatoes continue to come in from day to day at a volume apace 
with offerings. Most sellers have booked business sufficient to place 
then in a comfortagle position, enabling them to make shipments dur- 
ing packing season, as goods are packed, without being crowded for 
room, and while we are still in a position to book orders for a few of 
our most popular Brands at 82% cents, we have a number of packers 
entirely sold up, that is, as far as they dare, at present time, condi- 
tions and outlook fully considered. 


Spot Corn. Southern Maine Style Corn continues to sell at 
prices varying, according to quality. It is observed by some that Spot 
stocks for Corn are considerably lighter than is generally supposed. 
Others prefer to adhere to the opinion that there still remains unsold 
an enormous volume of 1906 packing. Just where these two reports 
may have emanated, it is impossible to here state, but it is generally 
considered a safe business proposition to buy any commodity when it 
is being sold for less than cost of production. Prices for the week 
have ranged from 47% to 52% cents, as to quality, seller and location 
of shipping point. 

Spot Shoe Peg continues to be sold at especially attractive prices. 
As the cost of packing this year will be 5 to 7% cents per dozen over 
last year, present prices are naturally attractive to buyers, and it is 
possible that a fair volume of orders will continue to come in, absorb- 
ing in the near future the small remaining stocks in packers’ ware- 
houses. As Shoe Peg Corn is packed within a small radius only, stocks 
are statistically small in comparison with Maine Styre, and as a result 


general Corn conditions are apt to mislead as far as this variety is 
concerned. 
Future Corn. Southern Maine Style is being sold on the basis of 


55 to 57% cents, f. o. b. factory, as to packer and Brand. Others are 
holding for higher figures rather than accept business at or so near 
cost, while others will not open their factories at all. 

Future Shoe Peg Corn. Shoe Peg continues to hold at opening 
prices. Most buyers have covered their possible wants, and while 
buying has not been unusually active during the past week, there is 
nothing to indicate a recession from early offerings, ranging from 62% 
to 77% cents, f. o. b., as to quality and brand.

Opportunity for American Product in Smyrna. 


Consul E. L. Harris reports that foreign residents in Smyrna 
have established depots which supply them with a great many of the 
vegetables to which they were accustomed at home. His letter con- 
tinues: 

This applies especially to English and German subjects residing 
in this city. Up to date the canned goods and meat imported and sold 
at retail prices in these stores have come principally from either 
England or Germany. Sauerkraut and sausages, pickeled herrings, 
mushrooms, asparagus, canned fruit of every description, cheese, 
sirups, etc., are brought into Smyrna in large quantities, and they 
come exclusively from the two named countries. 

There is an opportunity here for American canned fruits of every 
description. It may seem incredible, the idea of sending fruit to a 
country which produces figs and oranges in abundance, but it can be 
done nevertheless. Asia Minor has been compared with California. 


Tue two countries have much in common as far as climate and soil 
are concerned. In the one country everything which human ingenuity 


can provide is brought to afd nature in fruit culture. In the other, 
with the exception of a few vineyards and orchards, near the city of 
Smyrna, everything from olive and date trees to licorice root grow 
wild. A really rational system of gardening, fruit growing, or farm- 
ing is absolutely unknown in this country. There is not a canning 
factory between Smyrna and the Persian Gulf. It is impossible to 
estimate how much fruit drops from the trees and rots in the ground 
each year for want of picking or communication to the nearest market. 
This is the reason why there is a market for American canned fruit in

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Smyrna, and there always will be one until there is a radical change 
in the method of culture and preservation of fruit in Asia Minor, a 
contingency which will not enter as a competing factor for many 
years to come. 

There is hardly a jelly or jam made in the United States which 
would not find a market here. There are a great many marmalades 
sold in Smyrna, brought chiefly from England. Jams made of the 
following fruits as well as the fruits in a purely canned state would 
easily come into favor: Currant, raspberry, strawberry, apricot, black- 
berry, orange, cherry, pineapple, peach, quince, gooseberry, crabapple, 
apnle, pear and plum. 

Soups from mock and green turtle, canned entrees, deviled meats, 
boneless ham, etc., could also be introduced. American fruit concerns 
have opened depots in many European cities which have met with 
abundant success. One might even be established with profit in 
Smyrna. Of course the American colony here is too small to take 
the initiative in such an enterprise, nor could a canned fruit, meat, and 
vegetable depot exist if it depended wholly upon the patronage of 
American residents alone. But the fact that these American products 
have found favor in Europe and other parts of the world is a guar- 
anty that they would also find a ready sale in Asia Minor. At pres- 
ent small quantities of these products find their way into this city, 
but a systematized effort to push their sale would be well rewarded. 


Tin Output 1906. 


Consul-General D. F. Wilber, of Singapore, reports on the tin 
industry of the Straits Settlements, as follows: 

The exports of tin from the Straits Settlements for the first 
seven months of 1906, as compared with the same period in 1905, 
showed that shipments to English ports had increased 33 1-3 per cent., 
and those direct to the United States had decreased 40 per cent. The 
total exports of tin for 1906, as compared with 1905, show an increase 
to English ports of a trifle over 9 per cent., and a decrease in direct 
shipments to the United States of 12% per cent. This indicates that 
during the latter part of 1906 American buyers were gradually in- 
creasing their purchases of direct shipments and avoiding the so- 
called optional shipments via England. 

The output of tin for the Federated Malay States during 1906 was 
48,616 metric tons, against 50,991 tons in 1905. The imports of tin 


into these States during 1906 was 8,078 tons, and in 1905, 7,628 tons, 
mostly from Siam and Netherlands India. The exports from the 
Straits Settlements, including the ports of Singapore and Penang, to 
the United States direct, England, Continent Europe, and adjacent 
countries for the past two years are shown in the following statement:

There was a decrease in the total exports during 1906, as compared 
with 1905, of 260 tons, and a falling off in the output of 2,373 tons. 
The total exports for 1906 exceed the output and imports by 2,201 
tons. Seventy per cent. of the gross weight of ore is estimated to 
represent the amount of block tin which the ore will produce. It is 
claimed that 75 to 80 per cent. is nearer correct, which may account 
for the difference between output and exports. The holdover stock 
from 1905 may account for a part of it. One company has a large 
accumulation of old slag which will be resmelted at a good profit.. 
How much of a figure this will cut in the future cannot be ascertained. 
There is no way of telling the amount of tin in stock here at the close 
of 1906. 

Consul-General Richard Guenther, of Frankfort, reports that the 
chamber of commerce of the Hanau district (centre for the gold and 
silverware, platinum articles, and jewelry manufactures) has sup- 
ported a petition which the “Association for Guarding the Interests 
of the German Trade in Meats and Meat Products” addressed to the 
Government, and in which the \ssociation requests that the traffic in 
American wholesome meats and lard may be facilitated in order to 
lower the prices of such products.

As we anticipated a thorough comprehension of the ap- 
plication of the Pure Food Law is coming into being from 
the close study of the subject. ‘The necessities and rights of 
all parties are, of course,the principle motive in this knowledge 
of the law, and the position of the Government in respect to 
it is only now becoming clearly understood. 

It has come to be well known that canned goods packers 
of the United States are really in earnest in their desire to 
fully comply with the requirements of the law, but at the 
time the law was enacted it was not known, nor for months 
after, how the packer would be sandwiched between two 
contrary desires. In other words, the buyer has not wished 
to be entirely governed by the exactions of the law, and the 
United States Government officials insist utterly upon the 
law being complied with. ‘The packer recognizes that his 
interests, in a financial sense, rest entirely with the buyer, 
and knowing that the Government means just what it says, 
he finds it difficult to agree entirely with the jobber, and not 
disagree with the Government. It took some months to de- 
velop the fact, but after much discussion of it, pro. and con., 
it was thought by all parties a settlement had been made at 
Buffalo by the conferees of both sides in the matter of the 
form of a guaranty that was to go on the can. Since that 
Convention has adjourned, however, it has been positively 
decided that the action of the conferees, both packers and 
jobbers, in producing that agreement regarding the guaranty 
was utterly useless. In other words, the guarantee as agreed 
on then is not worth the paper it is written on, so far as 
the packer is concerned. 

It will not be necessary to reprint here the form of 
guaranty, as we have printed it several times. 

It was thought by this arrangement that when the buyer’s 


labels were used it released the packer from the responsibility 
under them by reason of the signature to this agreement by 
the buyer; and all parties on both sides were satisfied. But 
Dr. Wiley specifically states that it does nothing of the kind; 
that the Government will hold the packer responsible for the. 
contents of the can and the mislabelling if the labels are put 
on in the packer’s factory; in other words, if the buyer is to 
take the responsibility of the label, the labelling must be done 
in the buyer’s premises, and it will be seen how important 
this is to the packers. 

Thus if the jobber buys a lot of goods of the packer and 
agrees to furnish the labels, the existence of this contract 
between the packer and the jobber does not relieve the packer 
at all from the responsibility; so that the only safety that 
the packer would have would be to sell all jobbers’ goods 
unlabelled and not to sell them otherwise. 

This brings to a focus the long disputation regarding 
the right of the packer to sell goods for jobbers’ labels in the 
market; and the packer will be wise to recognize that in this 
respect the Pure Food Law is an advantage. We are aware 
that in the conference at Buffalo it took three days to decide 
to arrive at this agreement, and it was understood the jobbers 
were making a big concession in agreeing to take the respon- 
sibility of the labels when they were furnished to the packer. 
But it is all the more important for the packer to be apprised 
that that action is valueless; and that he cannot shift the re- 
sponsibility for the contents of the can nor for the mislabelling 
when they are mislabelled on his own premises. With this 
clear understanding it is the most important thing now in 
hand to the producer. 

We do not impune the honesty of either party in this 
case, as each is justified in taking the best care of his own 
interest; but the law exacts from the packer the natural 
requirements of honesty, and no agreement can change this. 

There has been for many years a severe discussion of the 
advantage of selling goods at all under any label but the 
producer’s; but with each packing year the demands of the 
jobbers have increased in this respect. ‘They claim that they 
have a right to put their name on the goods, because they have 
built up a trade in those goods; and they naturally agreed 
among themselves that it would not be honest to defraud them 
of their rights in this respect. ‘The packer, on the other hand, 
claimed that the quality of the goods made the market for 
them; that the jobber always wanted the best goods for his 
own name, and as laws increased requiring more and more 
care on the part of the packer, he was at once robbed of his 
best efforts in his business, and compelled to father the infer- 
ior and common stock. We will remember that laws have 
been passed requiring the packer to put his name on all 
goods that he put up, and the wholesale grocers got their dif- 
ferent Legislatures to amend this requirement by adding to 
the laws, “or the name of some well-known distributer.” As 
the buyers would not buy seconds or inferior goods for their 
own label. all those natural developments in canned goods 
were compelled to be fathered by the packer. Now every 
packer knows, and all the worldshould know, that it isnot pos- 
sible to have select and fine qualities of goods without having 
a certain amount of inferior goods; and to compel the pro- 
ilucer to advertise his business only on his inferior qualities, 
is an injustice not only to him, but to the community ; as every 
incentive he can have or make for higher qualities of stock 
would not be for his advantage, but for another’s. This vir- 
tually reduces the canned goods packer to the position of a 
back-door canning house, which will produce goods accord- 
ing to order for his employer or jobber, who puts his own name 
on the best qualities of the goods, and the canner’s name on 
all inferior goods. Now when the Pure Food Law comes 


along and adds monetary responsibility, and perhaps impris- 
onment. upon mislabelling of goods, it puts the packer in a 
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very unpleasant position; makes him responsible for the 
quality of the goods and compells him to father the production 
of all kinds of goods which others will not father. 

It is very true that honesty is what the Government is 
seeking between the producer and the manufacturer, and it 
therefore holds the producer primarily responsible; but it does 
seem like an injustice to apparently prevent him from adver- 
tising himself by means of his good goods, and his best goods, 
the advantage of which is ascribed to another. 


It is absolutely necessary now for the canned goods 
packers every where in the United States to understand this 
question; and to be positive of their position in regard to it; 
to tell their customers plainly, as the Western packers did 
some time ago, that they would not guarantee any goods but 
those which had their own name on; to require the buyer to 
buy such goods without the label, and to label them them- 
selves, because it is radically certain that whilst there may 
not be more than half a dozen dishonest jobbers in the whole 
country who have to be provided against, that in a few years 
when the early excitement and care with regard to the Pure 
Food Law has died out, there will be efforts made to take 
advantage of the opportunities presented. And then the diffi- 
culties will commence. The packer having grown careless 
in his selling, will make contracts to put the buyer’s label on 
goods, which labels do not fully come up to the requirements 
of the law, and the sharp inspectors of the Government will 
be shutting down on such perversions of the law, and it will be 
found in all cases that the jobber is not responsible to the 
Government, and that the Buffalo agreement with regard to 
guaranty does not relieve the packer from the responsibility. 

We try to do our duty to the canned goods packers in 
calling attention to these things; we wish to avoid any inti- 
mation of dishonesty on the part of the jobbers; but we cannot 
refrain from thinking that the packer is put into an uncom- 
fortable position, an unjust position, as being compelled by 
law to live up to the National requirements, and on the other 
hand compelled by trade to do what he knows he should not 
do. For after all the jobber’s position is a strong one simply 
because of the money question. 


PURE FOOD LAW INSTRUCTIONS AND EXPLANATIONS. 


Some of the Puzzling Points Explained by Dr. Wiley— 
Some Wrong Impressions Corrected—The 
Importance of Understanding. 


CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK. 


Having given the advice that it might be well to ship all 
goods sold for jobbers’ labels to the jobber unlabelled and 
allow him to put on his own labels, this question naturally 
arises— 


CAN UNLABELLED GOODS BE SHIPPED OUT OF THE STATE ? 


Dr. Wiley’s answer to this question was in the affirmative, 
but he stated that the goods would have to come up to the 
declaration made at the time of shipment. That is, if a ship- 
ment of canned tomatoes were offered to a railroad for trans- 
portation to another State, they would have to be declared 
correctly as to their quality and purity, and an examination 
would have to show the truth of this declaration. The very 
first paragraph of the law refers to this feature of the case: 
“Be it enacted, That it shall be unlawful for any person to 
manufacture, sell or offer for sale within any territory or 
the District of Columbia, or deliver for shipment, or to cause 
to be delivered, shipped or transported from within any State, 
Territory,” etc. ‘Thus it will be seen that even if the man- 
ufacturer of an illegal article escapes detection, he may be 
caught in the act of shipping the same. If, on the other 
hand, the manufacturer sells his products to a jobber in the 
same State in which they are produced, and that jobber places 
his own labels on them, unless there is a State Pure Food 
Law that packer may get off entirely free of the charge of 
adulteration. Because there is no necessity of a guarantee 
between the producer and the buyer of the same State, and 
the fact of the jobber labelling them with his own label as 
his own goods, compels him to assume the liability. But 
should these goods be offered for shipment to another State, 
then the National Law would step in and demand to know 
whether the goods complied with all the provisions of the

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National Pure Food Law. This may be considered another 
way of stating that the National law has no effect upon 
transactions within a State; that is, a State right and the 
National law has no jurisdiction there. Now the Government 
holds that the packer of canned goods knows better than 
anyone else what the quality of his goods are, and unless he 
deliberately misrepresents, there should never be any trouble 
between the authorities enforcing this National Pure Food 
Law and the packer who ships unlabelled canned goods. 
Some truthful declarations as to the quality of the unlabelled 
goods may come as a surprise to the buyer in the other State, 
but this makes the sale of a block of unlabelled goods to be 
shipped to another State as good as a guarantee to the 
jobber that he is getting the quality he bargained for. And 
it will serve as prima facie evidence against the jobber who 
labels these goods as a higher quality than what they were 
shipped for. Here again is seen the evident intent towards 
honesty in all things in this law, but the packers should not 
lose sight of the fact that in dealing honestly in this way, 
they are playing right into the hands of the consumers, and 
they will find their reward in plenty when this condition is 
the general rule and not the exception. 


Some packers seemed to be doubtful as to whether goods 
bearing the label of a jobber in another State could be 
shipped from the State in which they were packed. There 
need be no doubts on this question, if the requirements of 
the law are complied with. These call for either the name 
of the manufacturer and the place where manufactured, or 
the name of the distributor. If the name of the distributor— 
the jobber—appears on the label it must be the true name, 
and the address must be true, and it must be preceded by the 
words, or some similar phrase: “Packed for” or “distributed 
by.” One point to remember in this regard is that there must 
be nothing but the truth upon the label. If there are names 
there they must be the true names and the true places. Under 
regulation 18, paragraph b, we find “When a person, firm or 
corperation actually manufactures or produces an article of 
food or drug in two or more places the actual place of manu- 
facture or production of each particular package need not be 


stated on the label, except when, in the opinion of the Sec- 


retary of Agriculture, the mention of any such place to the 
exclusion of others misleads the public.” The object of this 
clause is to allow the large manufacturer who runs a number 
of factories in different parts of the State to place his home 
office on all his goods. That is, the packer has made a con- 
siderable reputation for his line of goods and is known as ot 
a certain place; if he were to label his goods as packed in 
some other section, at one of his factories, the buyer would 
question or be doubtful of the genuineness of the goods; in 
other words, it would be hurting the reputation which tlie 
firm had built up. So the law allows this packer to label 
his goods with his name and the place of his principie packing. 
This brings up the qustion of 


FICTITIOUS FIRM NAMES. 


It is well known that many of the largest canning firms 
send out their second or lower grades of goods under a 
fictitious firm name, using their real firm name for their 
goods of the best quality, and the trade at large are familiar 
with these fictitious firm names as representing the secon ls 
of these firms. In some instances’ this had even gone to the 
extreme of having standards and seconds of this or that 
firm, an actual equivalent of a standard or second of a 
second grade. ‘This was very good as far as the packer and the 
jobber were concerned, because they understand the method, 
but how was the dear public—the consumer—to know of these 
varying forms? And as the Government is aiming to protect 
the consumer in all it does through this law, it has decree 
that this practice must stop. These fictitious firm names, as 
representing differences in quality or gratles, can no longer be 
used, much less a standard or second of these goods. The 
names on the label must be true; they must stand responsibte 


for the goods in the can. The packer may claim that these 


names are the ones under which they have always packed, 
and the goods are known by them; but the firm names that 
they have used have no actual existence, and they, therefore, 
are illegal. Dr. Wiley was emphatic on this point. 

This applies just as strongly to the jobber or the dis- 
tributor as it does to the packer or producer, and it must not 
be supposed therefore that these names can be continued by

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name, if you choose, that goes on his checks. 


This will doubtless cause a considerable alteration in the 
labels of many houses; and some have told us that they are 
incorporating companies under the names they have been 
using so as to be able to continue the use of these names. 
This would seem to give such names an actual existence, and 
we are not prepared to say what the results would be, but 
we very much fear that it will not hold, and it would seem 
to be a heavy tax to pay for continuing a practice that must 
sooner or later be discontinued. Because it is not difficult to 
find full information about all such incorporated companies, 
for the State in which they are incorporated has a right to 
enter and demand a full account of the firm to which a charter 
has been issued. It would not take long to find that it 
existed in name only, and did no other business than merely 
that of a figurehead for the goods upon which it appeared. 
However, being incorporated, it could be sued and proceeded 
against just the same as any other firm, and this would 
bring out the actual parties behind it, and this would bring 
the trouble right down on the parties who were trying to 
avoid it. 

If the contention is made that the practice is only con- 
tinued because a reputation has been made over the name 
used, now would seem to be the best time to make the 
change over, because buyers are looking for such and would 
not be surprised. Whereas, if delayed for a year or two, 
until compelled by the law to make the change, then a great 
amount of this change will have taken place and matters 
settled down into their accustomed condition, and any change 
would attract more attention and be a larger drawback to 
the firm compelled to make it than it will at the present time, 
when everyone is changing. There is a time for everything, 
and this would seem to be the time. The expense of thus 
incorporating and all the trouble and worry will be saved, 
and the reputation built upon the new name will be lasting 
and satisfactory. The name must be true, and the sooner it is 
the better. We will continue this next week.

Hopewell, N. J—At the annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Hopewell Valley Canning Campany, these officers were elected 
for the ensuing year: President, J. Hervey Stout; Vice-President, 
David Stout; Secretary and Treasurer, W. I. Phillips. The Secretary’s 
report showed that the past season had been a very prosperous one.

DISCOLORATION IN CANNED CORN—METHOD THAT 
PREVENTS IT. 


The following is an extract from a communication 
received by the Sprague Canning Machinery Co. from 
Prof. Duckwall, while he was at Onarga, II1., inspect- 
ing the processing of corn with the Polk Agitating 
System: 

“Unless the process on pure corn is cut down to at 
least 35 minutes at 250 degrees Fahrenheit it will be 
impossible to produce canned corn without discolora- 
ation, and I beg to explain this statement as follows: 

“When processing corn at 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 65 minutes or more the corn which lies next to the 
tin is subjected to 250 degrees Fahrenheit for such a 
long time that the proteids are disintegrated and sa/- 
phur is set free. This sulphur unites with the hydro- 
gen, which is liberated by the action of the soldering 
flux on the metal, tin and lead in the solder and body 
of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. These metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H,S is formed in the presence of metals in 
solution. Now, the ordinary tin can has considerable 
solder on the inside of the can, both in the crease at 
the top and bottom and also along the side seam. In 
proportion to the amount of lead exposed will be the 
discoloration of the corn. ‘Therefore, until a can is 
made which shall be soldered entirely on the outside, 
or with a solder practically free from lead, it will be 
impossible to can corn without bleaching or chemical 
agents now prohibited hy law. ; 

“T find that the agitating system overcomes the 
difficulty entirely. 

“In this system you are constantly shaking the 
corn away from the tin. No part of the contents is ex- 
posed to the action of 250 degrees Fahrenheit for more 
than 18 minutes, as we demonstrated by inside ther- 
mometers. ‘This time is not sufficient to disintegrate 
the proteid molecule—hence no sulphur is set free, 
consequently there is no formation of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S, and then, of course, there is no precip- 
itation of metallic salts, even though they should be 
in solution. As a matter of fact there are some metallic 
salts in solution, but since there is no H,S to precipi- 
tate them, they remain in solution and the inside of the 
can after empting is found to be just as bright as it was 
before filling. While in the case of the regular process 
the whole inside is discolored, all of which discoloration 
is taken up more or less by the corn increasing with 
age to a limit. Yours truly,
